Those who are in 
the habit of taunting Indian graduates with their apathetic and listless nature, 
ought to consider circumstances like this before passing a judgment on the 
character of the educated Indian. Echoing Sir Thomas Munro’s sentiment, we 
ask, if all the prize posts in the Educational Service are monopolised by 
foreigners, what will be the incentive to Indians to receive high education and 
cultivate ecience and arts? Unless such distinction of colour is abolished in 
the public service, the glorious message which His Imperial Majesty brought to

of Bengal. In Bengal, before the publication of the Risley circular, the 
Government of Bengal tock no steps against any school or college. But in 
Eastern Bengal the Government had alteady dealt harshly with many schools 
and colleges even before that. For example, the students of the Rangpur school 
and the Dacca collegiate school were fined. Two schools at Serajganj were 
sought to be disaffiliated, and Sir J. B. Fuller resigned because he could not 
have his own way in the matter. The Head Master of the Madaripur school 
was compelled to resign. The aid to the Banoripara school was stopped. 
Three students of this school, eligible to Government scholarships on ‘different 
occasions, were not allowed the scholarships, Government has since then 


relented but it has compelled the Head Master of the school, Babu Rajanikanta 
Guba Thakurta to resign. | oe :

Shah Jehan, it is true, rebuilt and enlarged Delhi and 
built the magnificent fort-palace and the Jama Musjid =e ae he at the 
same time renovated Agra, erected in it the unique Imperial residences, with 
the incomparable Pearl Mosque and the peerless monument to his beloved 
a Taj. Delhi was of no greater importance in his splendid reign 

| 1 of course could not bear Agra, since it reminded him of his 
unnatural conduct towards his father, brothers and nephews. So he for the 
first time in Mogul history made Delhi his Dar. ul Sultana, 1.6., metropolis of 
the Empire.
